You knew that I couldn't get on the plane until I got 


the prototype wirewrapped and working. This thing is 
gonna have to come out in two or more versions. 


1. Using 80C51BH from Intel at a cost of $2.95 from Tanner Electronics 
2. 8Kx8 (64K) EPROM from box of ICs and old Motorola Processors 
3. Two address latches 
4. ICL232 5V RS232 chip from same IC box and Mouser shows at $4 
(but this is an option for keyboard or other serial interface) 
5. One transistor for switching and a few pullup resistors. 
6. ‘10OMHz crystal for $1.49. May lower to get away from WWV es 30M. 
7. 8Kx8 (64K) static ram for one heck of a buffer. :-) 
8. One push button from junk box. 


With just the EPROM and Micro we can still fit in the same space 
or close to that of the CMOS II keyer. Now to program all the 
desired functions. The keyer part is easy, it's all the other 
bells and whistles and finding out if I can use the same functions 
in the CMOS II, i.e. copy the command sequences. 


I can do the interface with one button instead of the four that 
the CMOS II uses. Don't know why someone didn't think of this 
before. You heard it here first and from K5FO. :-) 


I wrote my first Intel asm code many years ago for Digital 
Research of Texas for a memory diagnostic. My second Intel 

asm code was for this critter to send a sequence of dits followed 
by a sequence of dahs and then alternating dits and dahs until 

I hit the reset button.

like the CMOS II with paddle and another to allow serial interface. 
I think we could get this thing to do RTTY as a second option 
with the serial interface.

Chuck is lying on some sandy beach, pounding out computer code (so he says) 
so I'll field your inquiry about homebrew rigs. 


The operative words in the QRP homebrew definition, with respect to kits, are 
"step-by-step construction manual". This is meant to specify Heathkit style 
manuals, which detail the placement of each and every part. So far, the 
instructions that have come with the 40-40, Norcal 40, etc., haven't been 
that detailed, so those rigs fall within the definition of "homebrew". 


The Sierra manual is much more detailed, bringing it a notch closer to that 
"step-by-step" plateau, but it still doesn't tell the builder where to place 
each individual resistor, diode and capacitor. 


To some people, homebrew means starting with a blank sheet of paper, 
designing the circuit, laying out and etching circuit boards, procuring the 
parts and building the item. To others, it means buying a kit and soldering 
in the parts, as opposed to buying a commercially built rig. The problem in 
defining "homebrew" lies in finding where, between the two extremes, lies a 
logical and popular delineator. Currently we have it set at the 
"step-by-step" measurement. 


A couple years ago, you could count the number of kits available to the 
builder on the fingers of one hand. Today, it would take both hands and a few 
feet, too. As the number of kits mushrooms, undoubtedly the quality and 
sophistication of some of them and their instruction manuals will reach the 
level of the recently departed Heathkit. At that time, a massage of the 
homebrew definition might be needed. For now, all of the popular Norcal 40s, 
40-40s, etc. qualify for the Homebrew points.

for final audio power into headphones. I haven't studied the

Thanks for posting the policies, procedures blurb from the QRP 
Quarterly. That has appeared in there for a fair while now; I wrote it 
myself, refined it slightly over time, and added "then-President K8IF" 
at the suggestion of Ade Weiss. I never received any complaints about 
it, since it is, in fact, historically correct. Although the QRP 
Quarterly is well past volume 30, it was NOT always a QRP club, and in 
fact went for about the first 17 or 18 years of its existence as 
something significantly different (although with quite laudable goals). 


I know quite well, since I joined in 1967 (and Chuck Adams himself 
sent me email recently about one of my old 1000 Miles Per Watt awards 
from that era)--those of us interested in true QRP in those days were a 
very distinct minority out....no, FAR out on the lunatic fringe--but we 
had fun with it! (I also did my part for true QRP when I was on the 
board of directors back in 1969-1970 or so; all the club awards were 
aimed at 100 watt operation--working states, continents, countries. I 
proposed an award for working states, starting at 20 and going in 
multiples of 10, with 5 watts or less. To the credit of the 100 watt 
heirarchy of the club, they immediately approved it, and I had to 
quickly write up specifications for the award, write the blurbs, design 
the certificate, etc. (Sorry, wrong statement about 5 lines 
above--there WAS one QRP award already in existence when I joined, the 
1000 MPW, of which I won several back then, as K5FO can confirm since 
he isthe holder of the records.) 


Ade Weiss used to write a column in CQ magazine on QRP, and in one he 
told about how the QRP ARCI turned into a true QRP club; I received 
permission from CQ to reprint it in the QRP Quarterly, since it is very 
relevant to the club and its history; things fell thru the cracks and 
it languished in the bit bucket somewhere for a couple years, but I 
just sent it on disk again to WB9TBU, so it should appear in the QRP Q 
shortly. Although very few people know of him today, K8IF (Tom Davis) 
played a very significant part in the history of the QRP ARCI and QRP 
in general, converting the QRP Club into a QRP club. (Sounds like 
someone well deserving of a nomination into the QRP ARCIs QRP Hall of 
Fame, for which applications/nominations are currently open, with 
deadline of March 31, as I recall.)

All the diodes are marked with 
4148 (in tiny itsy bitsy numbers). Is it okay to use a 4148 in place

I just looked in my Newark catalog; the 914 has Vr of 75 and If of 

75 mA, while the 4184 has Vr of 75 volts and If of 200 mA. So I 

guess the 4148 can handle a higher forward current.
